“men and an editor are now work- 
ing together to write the com- 
plete story of the sports sphere of 
Jaysee. All pages contain arti- 
cles, both informative and enter- 
taining, of school, club, and stu- 
dent activity.

“@ AVERAGE 
REQUIRED 


Grading system this year will 
be the A-B-C-D-F five-point sys- 
tem. An “A” is exceptional; “B,” 
very good; “C,” average college 
grade; “D,” the lowest passing 
grade; and “F,” a failure. Stu- 
dents with an “F” in any course 
may remove it only by repeating 
the course. 

Grade points are assigned to 
each unit of work in this man: 
ner: One unit of “A” constitutes 
three grade points; one unit of 
“B,” two grade points; one unit 
of “C,” one grade point; and one 
unit of “D” or “F” allows no 
grade points. The total number 
of grade points should equal the 
total number of units taken. 

Students are required to main- 
tain a ‘C” average. If during one 
semester a student falls below 
this average, he is placed on pro- 
bation. At the end of the next 
semester if he is still below a 
“C” he will be disqualified from 
school for at least a semester. 

Regular attendance in classes 
is -very important for mainte- 
nance of good grades. Students 
absent for any reason whatso- 
ever, who do not make up the 
work missed, are bound to have 
this absence reflect’ on their 
grades. 

Unexcused absence will lower 
grade and will cut down the 
number of units earned in the 
course. For example, if absent 
four times in a three-unit class, 
the credit value of the course will 
be lowered automatically to two 
units. Seven times absent in a 
three-unit course will lower the 
credit value to one unit. If a 
student is absent 10 times or 
more, no credit will-be given in 
that course.
